Nearly 44,000 people died of T. B- 
in the U. S. last year. Not one of these 
persons had to did. je don't need to 
have T. B.. Dre know what causes T. B, 
how it spreads, and how to etamp it 
out completely—by finding and treating 
everybody that had the diseaso, 

To fight this disease it is necessary 
to undorstend it fully—how it starts, 
when 1: stritcos, and the weapons we have 
at our disposal to use against it. 

‘Tubermulosis 4s a contagious 
C4sease caused by a gem celled tubrele 
facillies, it usually strikes the lungs. 
T. Be spreads from person to person, it 
is not inhereted. It can strike anyone 
anywhere, anytime—it can kill all ages. 

Poor wealth lowers the bodys 
refistance to T. B. germs this makes the 
bedyunable to overcane the infection. 

Doctors use a combination of four 
methods to find T.B.: a tuberculia test, 
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thorough physical examination. 
The treatment of T.B. varies according 
to the location and serierity of the 
enjection. One or more methods may be 
enployed to halt the prozress of the 
disease: rest, medicine, surgery, and 
good food.
